It was a record day today at KSM. 


Things began normally enough with the CW press still being keyed from the Bolinas 
transmitting station when I arrived at the receive site. Not long after, Steve 
threw the switches in the Bolinas control room and I assumed control of KSM. SS 
AMERICAN VICTORY/KKUI called on 12Mc but was QRU. 


At 2100Z I sent the traffic list, for the first time on the Boehme paper tape 
keying head. It worked great and gave me new respect for the men who regularly 
punched tape on the Kleinschmidt. 


SS JEREMIAH O'BRIEN/KXCH was on the traffic list as I was holding QTC 1 for them. 
Up they came on 500kc (Denice at the key) with QTC. So it was UP 425/426. Only 
there did she reveal she had 9 on the hook, later to increase to 10. So off we 
went, one after another, with no more than a brisk QSL K in between. I was keying 
both the MF and all the HF transmitters so all listeners could hear at least my 
end of the circuit with my occasional breaks for fills. 2130Z, time for high seas 
weather, rolled around and we were still going at it hammer and tongs. I asked 
Denice to QRX while I switched the HF transmitters to the weather (but 10 minutes 
late, sorry) then come back on MF to continue with her. Soon I had all 10 and 
she had copied my message. 


In the glory days the messages would have been delivered by Telex or a messenger 
boy in a bicycle in a snappy RCA uniform. But our last messenger boy retired in 
1962 and you can't find a Telex machine to save your life these days. So the 
messages were delivered by email, today's Telex. No charge of course. 


I know the ops who sat the circuit on long shifts wouldn't count QTC 10 as very 
much. Still, 10 real messages and on MF to boot made it a good day at KSM.

Lenox, 


Try a end fed half wave antenna. Connect a half wave piece of wire to 
the TCS xmtr antenna post and a 40 PF or so cap to ground. A variable 
cap OK too and would give an additional measure of adjustment. Some 
voltage here so use a transmitting mica and/or a variable with 
appropriate spacing. What you doing here is forming an "L" network 
with the roller inductor to match the low impedance link in the TCS to 
the high impedance at the input of the wire. Adjust the roller 
inductor and loading adjustment in the TCS for rated output. Run the 
wire as high and in the clear as possible. Only a minimal ground 
system required here, a couple of ground stakes, the safety ground in 
the AC system, body of a van or car, chain link fence, etc. will 
suffice.

Everything was 
in a small metal enclosure. The coil was about 2 inches in diameter but I 
don't remember how many turns. This was supposed to make both the

In my last message I described how Denice aboard SS JEREMIAH O'BRIEN/KXCH came up 
on 500kc with QTC 10 for KSM last Saturday. As always, there's more to the story. 
Here's Denice's report on what was taking place aboard the ship that generated the 
traffic.

there is a little history behind the ten telegrams that i sent to RD today. 


two of the ladies (there are 7 total that are staying on the ship) were child 
passengers on a liberty ship from south africa to buenos aires in 1945. their 
father was a missionary and bribed the ship's capt. to smuggle them out of africa.

i got a late start sending traffic today (sorry RD) because they took me out to 
lunch and we were a bit late getting back to the ship. the wife of the missionary 
came from a wealthy family, and was given a movie camera to take on her adventure 
to Africa, so they had home movies of life aboard the ship. these movies have been 
transferred to dvd and i hope to view later this evening. all seven of the ladies 
are related, moms and daughters and aunts and cousins. last night we were talking, 
and i offered to add to the completeness of their onboard experience by sending 
telelgrams for them. they video taped an interview of myself which includ some 
sending, and have offered to send me a copy of the video when it is completed. i'm 
sure RD was wondering what was going on...

Some readers of these pages have written to ask if a recording might have been 
made of KXCH delivering 10 messages to KSM on MF. Happily, the answer is yes. 


The mp3 audio file may be found at the URL below. It's about 15 minutes long. I 
figured most listeners would want to hear the Morse itself, not a voice over 


narration. So I've included a description of the recording here. 


The original recording has been extensively edited to preserve the privacy of the 
messages. Yet I hope the feeling of the message exchanges is preserved. As an 
artifact of this editing it seems as if I was breaking KXCH more frequently that I 
actually was because with the elimination of the message text the breaks seem 
closer together. 


The recording begins with the end of the KSM wheel that began at at 2100gmt in 
which KXCH was included. I expected to send the single message I had to KXCH and 
so was taken aback when Denice sent "QTC 10". In fact it didn't really register 
until after she had sent her first message and I tried to send mine. That's when 
she came back with QTC 9 and I knew I'd need more message paper. You can hear 
this plainly on the recording. The tone of the KSM signal is due to the fact that 
KXCH was on 425kc and KSM was on 426kc. I tuned our MF receiver for best KXCH 
reception while still being able to hear KSM as a keying monitor. 


Other highlights include me trying to explain to a station visitor what I was up 
to and that he'd have to wait a moment - actually many moments - until I could 
give him a tour. At a bit past 2130gmt I asked Denice to stand by while I got the 
weather out on HF, then returned to her on MF. You'll hear me sending T T T on 
500 before the weather and announcing that today the weather would be on HF only. 
Finally I got a chance to send my one message!
